VJKEAT 

The  reduction  of  somewhat  more  than  £00,000,000  bushels  in  the 
United  States  wheat  crop,  according  to  the  report  released  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  together  with  the  reduction 
of  about  Vo, 000, 000  "bushels  previously  reported  in  the  Indian  crop  are 
the  outstanding  feat urea  of  the  World  wheat  situation  as  reported  to 
date.    Conditions  in  Canada.  North  Africa  and  Europe  outside  of 
P.uscia  hare  been  generally  favorable  and  it  is  possible  that  increases 
in  the  production  of  these  regions  -will  count erbalance  the  decrease  in 
the  United  States  and  India,  but  may  r.ot  also  make  up  for  the  decrease  in 
stocks  to  be  carried  forward  into  the  new  crop  year. 

Continued  favorable  conditions  are  reported  for  wheat  in  Canada 
according  to  the  official  report  of  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics 
issued  June  9.    The  condition  of  all  wheat  is  reported  to  be    102  per 
cent  of  the  ten-year  average  yield  1915-2H,    With  the  exception  of  the 
year  1921  this  is  the  highest  condition  report  recorded  during  recent 
years.    The  condition  of  spring  wheat  is  102  per  cent  of  average  and 
winter  wheat  is  37  per  cent.    An  estimate  of  probable  production  made 
on  the  basis  of  these  percentages  applied  to  the  average  yield  using 
the  official  estimates  of  winter  wheat  acreage  and  the  spring  wheat 
acreage  estimate  of  the  Manitoba  Free  Press  indicates  an^  increase  of 
about  32  per  cent  above  the  final  estimate  of  the  crop  harvested  last 
year . 

Conditions  in  Europe  continue  to  be  generally  favorable  and  are  reported 
as  average  or  above  for  most  of  the  countries.    France,  which  is  the  largest 
European  producer  outside  of  Russia,  reports  an  increased  acreage  over  last

year  and  more  favorable  conditions.    The  relation  of  the  May  1  condition  of  wheat 
to  the  final  yield  as  indicated  by  a  correlation  of  May  1  conditions  and  reported 
yields  for  the  years  1902  to  l^Zk,  indicates  a  yield  for  the  coming  season  of 
about  21.6  bushels  per  acre.    Applying  this  estimate  to  the  acreage  reported  the 
probable  production  for  1925  would  be  approximately  297,000,000  bushels.  There 
have  been  reports  from  private  sources,  however,  of  conditions  somewhat  less 
favorable  during  May,  which  may  affect  the  yield  adversely  and  result  in  a  crop 
below  the  estimate  mentioned.    A  similar  study  of  the  German  condition  reports 
for  the  period  1910  to  1.92U  indicates  a  yield  above  last  year.    Winter  killing 
feas  been  less  this  year  than  last  and  although  no  acreage  estimates  are  yet 
available  it  seems  probable  that  if  the  acreage  seeded  ,  is  up  to  the  average 
Germany  will  harvest  a  larger  crop  this  year  than  last  and  about  the  same  as  in 
1923.    Conditions  in  'the  Lower  Banubian  countries  have  been  favorable.  Crops 
are  expected  to  be  somewhat  above  average  in  Hungary.    Propitious  rains  in  Rumania 
during  the  latter  part  of  May  benefited  crops  which  were  in  good  condition. 
Conditions  are  above  average  in  Yugoslavia  and  excellent  in  Bulgaria.    The  forecast 
of  the  crop  of  Bulgaria  this  year  is  considerably  higher  than  last.    In  Italy  the 
yield  is  expected  to  be  above  average.    In  Spain  conditions  are  good  although 
rain  is  needed  in  some  sections, 

Russian  crops  are  reported  to  be  considerably  improved  by  recent  favorable 
weather  conditions.    Apparently  the  loss  previously  reported  from  winter  killing 
has  been  made  up  by  increases  in  spring  seedings  and  the  total  sown  acreage  is 
reported  to  be  %  per  cent  above  last  year.    The  total  acreage  of  winter  wheat 
excluding  Turkestan,  Transcaucasia  and  the  Far  Eastern  Republic  as  now  reported 
is  13, 182,000  acres  or  about  lU  per  cent  above  last  year.    Ah tough  it  is  still 
too  early  to  speak  with  certainty  of  the  results  of  the  Russian  harvest,  with 
continued  favorable  conditions  Russia  may  become  a  factor  to  be  considered  in 
the  world  situation. 

Taking  acreage  estimates  and  condition  reports  to  date  for  European 
countries  and  allowing  for  average  acreage  and  slightly  better  than  average 
conditions  in  countries  for  which  no  data  are  available,  the  European  wheat 
crop  this  year  -promises  to  be  at  least  100  million  bushels  or  10  per  cent 
greater  than  in  I92U. 

From  the  ITorth  African  countries  it  seems  likely  that  the  harvests  will 
show  an  increase  of  some  20  million  bushels  or  more  than  20  per  cent  over  last 
year.  ___..____ 

RYE 

The  condition  of  the  European  rye  crop  in  general  is  favorable.    The  first 
forecast  of  production  of  winter  rye  for  Poland,  -7hich  usually  produces  more  than 
one-fifth  of  the  world  crop  is  2U0  million  bushels.    This  is  an  increase  of  nearly 
67  ner  cent  over  the  total  winter  and  spring  crop  last  year  which  amounted  to 
ikk  million  bushels  and  in  larger  than  either  of  the  crops  harvested  in  1922  or 
1923.    No  estimate  is  yet  available  for  Germany  which  is  the  largest  producer  of 
Eur  one  outside  of  Russia..    The  condition  for  Germany  as  of  May  1  is  above  average 
ard  is  the  best  condition  reported  at  this  date  during  recent  years.  Bulgaria 
forecasts  a  rye  crop  of  7,414l,000  bushels  against  4,Ul4,G00  bushels  last  year.  In 
the  other  countries  of  the  Lower  Danube  conditions  are  favorable.    The  acreage  of 
winter  rye  in  Russia  is  reported  to  be  6U, 590,000  acres,  or  about  the  same  as 
last  year.  ________

The  condition  of  the  barley  ~rop  of  Canada  is  officially  reported  to  he 
equal  to  the  ten  year  average  I9I5  to  1924,   indicating  a  yield  of  about  25  bushels 
to  the  acre,  and  oats  practically  equal  to  the  average,  indicating  a  yield  of  about 
31  to  32  "bushels.    The  official  forecast  of  barley  for  the  United  States  is 
204,637,000  bushels  against  187,375,000  "bushels  last  year.     The  oats  crop  is  fore- 
cast at  1,295,U56,000  bushels  against  1, 5^1, 900,000  bashels  in  I92U.     In  Bulgaria 
the  oats  crop  is  forecast  at  11,023,000  bushels  against  7, U06, 000'  bushels  harvest- 
ed last  year.  .  The  forecast  of  barley  amounts  to  12,263,000  bushels  against 
7,9^5.000  bushels  last  year  and  11,941,000  bushels  produced  in  I923.     Sweden  re- 
ports the  condition  of  barley  as  6  per  cent  above  average  and  oats  7  per  cent  above 
average  as  compared  with  a  condition  below  average  for  these  crops  on  the  same  date 
last  year.

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SUGAR 

The  European  sugarbeet  area  is  expected  to  be  about  the  same  as  last  year 
according  to  reports  received  by  the  Department.  7f  eat  her  condition  reports  were 
favorable  through  May.    A  more  detailed  statement  is  given  on  page  731  • 

r'v"        Reports  from  cane  sugar  producing  countries  are  for  the  most  part  favor- 
able except  for  porto  Rico.    Rains  in  Cuba  have  improved  the  condition  of  the 
new  cane  which  had  suffered  from  dry  weather  during  the  spring  months.  Condi- 
tions in' Hawaii  are  generally  satisfactory.    Porto  Rico  reports  insufficient 
■rainfall.'   Grops  have  suffered  severely  and  farming  operations  have  been  delayed 
over  much  of  the  Island.    Reports  of  increased  sugar  production  for  the  coming 
season  have  been  received  for  the  Dominican  Republic,  Java,  Argentina,  the  Union 
of  South  Africa  and  Australia. 


COTTON 

Cotton  prospects  so  far  reported  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere  are  generally 
favorable.    The  crop  in  the  United  States  as  reported  June  2  was  in  considerably 
better  condition  than  on  the  same  date  last  year  or  than  the  average  condition 
on  that  date  for  the" last  ten  years,    Unofficial  reports ' indicate  an  area  in 
Egypt  equal  to  or  greater  than  1924,  an  increase  of  from  17  to  35  VeT  ceri*  ^n 
area  for  Russia,  and  an  37  per  cent  increase  in  the  Aleppo  district  of  Syria, 
In  Spain  government  encouragement  is  stimulating  production  and  in  the  Seville 
region,  the  center  of  cotton  production  of  the  country,  an  increased  area,  is 
being  planted  this  year.    The  Laguna  district  of  Mexico  is  the  only  exception, 
where  lack  of  irrigation  water  resulted  in  a  heavy  curtailment  of  acreage.  The 
condition  of  the  growing  crop  in  Egypt  on  June  1  is  reported  by  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  to  be  97  per  cent  of  average  which  is  the  same  as  on  the 
aame  date  last  year.    The  condition  of  the  growing  crop  in  Mexico  is  favorable. 

OILS  AND  OILSEEDS 

The  linseed  crop  of  India  is  finally  estimated  at  21,b39»900  bushels, 
compared  with  13,430,000  bushels  last  year. 

Olive  trees  in  Spain  are  reported  to  be  in  good  condition  according  to 
Consul  General  3F.  Henry  at  Barcelona. 

The  total  production  of  vegetable  oils  in  Argentina  for  1924  is  reported 
by  Trade  Commissioner  B.  M.  Mace  at  Buenos  Aires  to  equal  41,0^-3.000  pounds, 
which  was  17  per  cent  less  than  the  1+9/463,000  pounds  produced  in  192J,  To 
produce  this  amount  in  1924    157, 604,000  pounds  of  seeds  were  used  including 
peanuts,  linseed,  rapeseed,  cotton,  spurge,,  corn  and  sunflower. 


JRUIT  AND  HUTS 

The  prune  and  apple  crops  of  Yugoslavia  are  expected  to  be  above  average, 
while  in  Czechoslovakia,  the  Italian  Tyrol  and  Austria  light  apple  crops  are 
anticipated,  according  to  a  cable  from  G-.  C.  Haas,  the  Department's  Agricultural 
Commissioner  in  Vienna.     In  the  Tyrol  the  crop  is  expected  to  be  about  75  per 
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cent  of  average  while  in  Czechoslovakia  only  3C  to  50  per  cent  of  an  average 
harvest  is  looked  for.    Mr.  Haas  states  that  of  the  regions  mentioned, 
Czechoslovakia  and  the  Tyrol  are  the  principal  exporters. 

Weather  in  England  was  stated  by  the  London  Times  to  have  been  favorable 
for  the  fruit  trees  during  the  blossoming  period. 

Prospects  through  most  of  May  in  the  Kootenay  region  of  western  Canada 
indicated  a  fruit  crop  much  lighter  than  that  of  192U  as  a  result  of  severe 
weather    during  the  past  winter  Consul  Brand,  at  Fernie,  reports.    Among  the 
fruit  crops  included  are  sweet  cherries,  pears,  apples  end  plums. 

The  lemon  crop 'of  the  Palermo  district  of  Italy  is  estimated  to  be  ten 
per  cent  less  than  last  year  with  practically  only  verdelli  or  summer  lemons 
available  for  export  according  to  a  cabled  report  from  Consul  Nathan  at  Palermo 
in  tne_ Messina  region  an  earlier  report  from  Consul  Dawson  states  that  the  summer

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'  GERM AlHf .  -  Slaughtering  of  animals  at  the  36  most  important' 
slaughter  points  in  Germany  during  the  first  four  months  of  1925  were 
larger  than  during  the  same  period  of  192*4  according  to  a  report  in  the 
"Dents cher  Reichsanseiger"  of  May  lU,  1925*    She  number  of  swine  reached 
1^060,652  the  largest,  number  slaughtered  during  a  similar  period  that  time 
of  year  at  any  time  since  the  war.    This  was  an  increase  of  }Z  per  cent 
over  the ' slaughterings  in  the  sane  period  of  192H,  while  cattle  increased 
22  per  cent.    Sheep  slaughterings  increased  about  J2  per  cent  over  the  first 
1+  months  of  I92H ,  amounting  to  311*923.    This  is  almost  as  large  as  the  total 
inspected  slaughter  at  all  slaughter  houses  during  the  same  period  of  the 
two  preceding  years,  i.  e.  327,632  in  1923  and  367,972  in  192U.    The  slaughtering 
•of  sheep  in  the  36  slaughter  houses  in  the  years  1322,  1323  and  1924  for  the 
.first  four  months  of  the  year  amounted  to  approximately  Ug  per  cent  of  the 
total  inspected  slaughter.    Detailed  figures  will  be' found  on  page  732. 

SPAIN.  -  The  number  of  livestock  in  Spain  at  the  present  time  is 
reported  by  the  General  Association  of  Cattle  Growers'  to  be  1+5, 100,000, 
according  to  Consul  Ferrin  at  Madrid,  as  compared  with  32,61+2,000  reported 
by  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  for  192U.    Detailed  figures 
of  both  estimates  are  given  on  page  732. 

Reports  from  agronomic  agents  in  Spain  indicated  a  fairly  satisfactory 
condition  of  the  livestock  industry  in  March  particularly  in  the  more 
important  producing  regions,  according  to  Consul  Henry  at  Barcelona.  The 
pasturage  situation,  however,  has  not  shown  the  hoped-for  improvement. 
Rainfall  since  January  1  had  been  below  normal  and  the  animal  feeds  available 
for  storing  last  fall  were  scarce  and  the  prices  high.    In  only  three  or 
four  provinces,  however,  are  conditions  very  serious.    The  health  of  the 
animals  was  reported  as  good  in  general  but  foot  and  mouth  disease  appears 
to  be  on  the  increase. 

SYRIA.    The  Syrian  wool  clip  will  probably  be  about  3,300,000  pounds 
or  15,000  bales  reports  .Vice  Consul -1,  M.  Altaffer  at  Aleppo.    Although  it 
is  still  too  early  in  the  season  to  predict  the  size  of  the  clip  with  any 
degree  of  certainty.    The  192I+  clip  was  estimated  at  20,000  bales.    The  past 
winter  has  been  exceptionally  severe  and  was  disastrous  to  sheep,  the 
mortality  in  some  regions  attaining  as  high  a.s  5^  and  60  per  cent.  The 
average  mortality  for  Syria,  is  estimated  to  be  between  20  and  25  per  cent. 
Because  of  the  great  mortality,  the  "dead"  wool,  wool  clipped  from  dead  sheep, 
will  be  an  important  factor  in  the  market.    It  is  estimated  at  700,000  pounds. 
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SMALIEB  ITALIAN  JEWS  EXPORTS  FOR  I925.-  Italian  exports  of  lemons 
for  I925  will  be  materially  less  than  tire  k.  6  million  "boxes  exported  during 
I92U,  according  to  E.    L  Nathan,  American  Consul  at  Palermo.    Owing  to  the 
reduction  of  10  per  cent  in  the  yields,  practically  only  Verde  ilis  will  be 
available  for  export. 

WITHERTIP  REDUCES  COMBS ICAB  LBffi  CROP.  -  The  number  of  lime  trees  in 
Dominica,  leeward  Islands, has  been  reduced  by  35  fer  cert  through  the  damage 
caused  by  wither  tip  last  year,  according  to  John  J.  C.  Watson,  American 
Consul  at  Barbados,  V. I.    Yields  in  1923  amounted  bo  228,000  barrels 
containing  2.55  cubic  feet  and  in  I922  amounted  to  ^00,000  barrels.  Average 
production  for  the  five  years  1919-1923  amounted  to  383*000  barrels. 

YOKOHAMA  USES  AMERICAK  CITRUS  ERUIT.  -    Except  for  tie  presence  of  a 
few  oranges  from  China,  the  United  States  is  the  principal  source  of  the 
Japanese  citrus  fruit  supply,    'according  to  3.  K.  Kemper,  American  Consul 
at  Yokohama.    California  lemons  en'joy  a  wide  market.    Oranges  and  grapefruit , 
however,  are  in  less  demand  owing  to  comparatively  high  prices.    A  recent 
Japanese  tariff  Act  requiring  payment  of  100  per  cent  ad  valorem  duty  on  the 
c.i.f.  price  has  reduced  the  monthly  consumption  of  American,  oranges  in 
Yokohama  from  1000  boxes  to  about  I50  boxes. 

MORE  CITRUS  FRUIT  BOB  BELGIUM*-    Quality  is  a  more  important  factor 
than  price  in  Belgian  purchases  of  citrus  fruit,  which  should  lead  to  in- 
creased purchases  of  the  American  product,  according  to  J.  E.  Harrington, 
American  Consul  at  Antwerp.     Pelgian  imports,  both  for  reexport  and  for 
consumption  are  increasing.  Increased  Quantities  0+"  American  citrus  are 
entering  the  trade,  although  American  oranges  appear  only  in  the  summer, 
and  West  Indian  supplies  meet  most  of  the  sera  11  demand  for  grapefruit. 

PROSPECTS  FOR  LARGE  BRITISH  APPLE  CHOP,-    A  successful  blossoming 
period  indicates  that  with  continued  favorable  conditions,  the  British  apple 
market  will  be  well  supplied  with  native  fruit  this  season,  according  to  trad 
notes  from  Edward  A.  Foley,  American  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  London. 
The  quantity  of  native  fruit  available  has  considerable  influence  upon  the 
size  of  early  shipments  from  America  to  C-reat  Britain.    Cherries  and  plums 
are  also  reported  to  have  made  successful  beginnings.     Hot,  sunny  days,  with 
occasional  rains  have  had  a  beneficial  effect  since  the  beginning  of  the 
blooming  period.

IMPROVED  APPLE  TRADE  WITH  JAMSCA. r    Of  the  small  quantity  of  apples 
valued  at  $7,000  imported  into  Jamaica  during  I92U,  the  greater  part  came  fr 
the  United  States,  according  to  James  Cormack,  Canadian  Trade  Commissioner 
at  Kingston.     Formerly  Canadian  apples  had  supplied  the  Jamaican  demand. 
King,  Baldwin,  and  large  Ben  Davis  are  the  varieties  most  desired. 
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FRENCH  AGRICULTURE  SHIFTING  FROM  TILLAGE  TO  LIVESTOCK.  -    For.  the-  last 
forty  years  French  agriculture  has  shown  a  definite  tendency  toward  livestock 
production  and  away  from  the  production  of  "bread  grains  and  industrial  and 
leguminous  plants.     The  late  war  stimulated  this  tendency  with  the  result  that 
much  tillable  land  has  "been  put  into  pasture 'and  areas  formerly  devoted  to 
"bread  grains  have  been  utilized  for  the  production  of  root  crops  and  other 
forage  plants.     beginning  with  1895.  prices  of  "both  beef  and  wheat  "began  to 
ascend  as  the  population  of  France  increased.     Eeef  prices,  however',  ascended 
relatively  more  rapidly  than  those  of  wheat,  a  condition  which  intensified  the- 
utilization  of  land  for  the  production  of  meat  products.     See  page  7'0l, 

THE  INCREASE  OF  FROZEN  MEAT  CONSUMPTION  IN  FRANCE .  -    The  war  was  direct- 
ly responsible  for  the  increased  use  of  frozen  meat  in  France.    As  early  as 
I9I6  frozen  beef  and  mutton  were  offered  on  the  Paris  market  at  prices  fixed  "by 
the  Government.     Sy  1920  interested  distributing  agencies  were  handling  about 
260  tons  annually.     Since  the  use  of  such  products  represent  a  substantial 
domestic  economy,  it  is  very  nrobable  that  the  effect  will  be  unfavorable  upon 
the  livestock  industry  of  the  country*    By  I92U  the  number  of  cattle  had  nearly 
reached  the  pre-war  level,  but  the  number  of  sheep,  while  greater  than  in  I923, 
was  still  much  below  thai:  of  I9I3.

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Areas  of  all  small  grains  in  Rumania  are  smaller  this  .year  than 
last,  according  to  a  cable- to  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
from  the  International  Institute"  of  Agriculture.    The  total  wheat  area 
for -1925  is  estimated  at  7,576,000  acres  as  compared  with  7,838,000  in 
1924  otp  a  decrease  of  3,4  per  cent.    The  rye  area  is  577,000  acres  com- 
pared with  671,000  last  year,  a  decrease  of  14.0  per  cent.    Barley  has 
decreased  to  3,477,000  acres  in  1925  from  4 ,573 ,000  and  oate  to  2,185,000 
acres  front  3  ,056 ,000.     The  sugar  beet  area  this  year  is  only  127,000  acres 
compared  with  133  ,000  in  1924 . 

The  condition  of  cereals  so  far  this  year  is  good.    Bains  the  latter 
part  of  jfegr;  favored  the  crops  which  were  even  then  above  average  in  condi- 
tion . 

Last  year,  with  an  acreage  higher  than  in  the  two  preceding  years, 
the  production  of  wheat  amounted  to  only  74,339,000  bushels  compared  with 
'102,000,000  in  1923  end  92,000,000  in  1922.     Ibis  decrease  in  production  was 
.due  at  least  partly  to  droughts  which  -began  to  be  felt  in  June. 

Prom'  the  short  1924  harvest  Eumania  sent  out  heavy  wheat  exports 
for  the  first  four  months,  the  total  shipments  for  the  period  July  to 
October  inclusive  amounting  to  3,664,000  bushels  as  compared  with  only 
13,000  bushels  for  the  like  period  in  1923,  and  a  total  export  from  July 
1923  through  March  1924  of  only  2,535,000  bushels.    Figures  for  the  re- 
mainder of  .the  year  1923-24  are  lacking*    According  to  G.  C.  Haas , ^ 
American  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  Vienna,  shipments  at  the  beginning 
of  the  current  year  depleted  the  supplies  within  the  country,  so  that  it 
has  been  necessary  to  import  wheat  from  llorth  and  South  America  to  feed 
the  people  until  the  new  crop  comes  on  the  market.    It  is  also  stated  that 
wheat  is  being  imported  to  .some  extent  from  India,  about  400,000  bushels 
from  all  sources  being  required  between  now  and  harvest  time!

Reduced  production  and  over-expansion  of  exports  prompted  regulatory 
action  by  the  Rumanian  Government.    Orders  to  conserve  stocks  were  issued, 
and  the  production  of  white  flour  prohibited,  followed  by  price  regulations 
for  both  wheat  and  flour..    These  and  several  other  expedients  for  control- 
ling the ' situation  have  proved  more  or  less  futile  in  regulating  the  opera- 
tions of  grain  dealers.     The  larger  towns  feel  a  constantly  growing  shortage 
of  grain.     In  prewar  years  Rumania  was  primarily  an  agrarian  country,  pro- 
duction being  carried  on  by  large  estate  holders  who  produced  wheat  exten- 
sively.    Post-war  Rumania,  however,  finds  herself  compelled  to  provide  food 
for  an  increased  industrial  population  from  production  soirees  decentralized 
through  the  new  agrarian  policy. 


YUGOSLAVIA  WILL  EXPORT  MORS  PRUNES 

Indications  are  that  Yugoslavia  will  have  more  prunes  to  export  this 
year  than  last,  according  to  a  report  from  G.  C.  Haas,  American  Agricultural 
Commissioner  at  Vienna.    European  coun tries,  particularly  Germany,  are  al- 
ready showing  considerable  interest  in  Yugoslav  prunes. 

Prospects  for  the  plum  crop  are  generally  favorable,  although  some 
complaint  is  heard  of  orchards  having  suffered  damage  from  cold  weather  in 
March.     The  only  future  danger  lies  in  possible  damage  from  warm  winds  and 
hail  shov/ers.     in  Bosnia  and  Serbia  it  is  thought  that  the  crop  may  equal 
those  of  1918  and  1923.    Efforts  are  being  made  to  see  that  the  quality  of 
the  prunes  is  preserved  by  normal  drying  methods. 
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LMD  UTILIZATION  DT  SMCEi"  ' 

The  clsaages  in  French  agriculture  effected  "by  the  World  War 
are  simply  the  intensification  of  tendencies  that  have  "been  apparent 
in  the  agricultural  practices  of  the  country  for  the  last  forty  years. 
Beginning  with  the  early  80 's  there  has  been  the  tendency  to  decrease 
the  areas  planted  to  cereals  and  industrial  and  leguminous  plants , 
while  the  total  land  under  the  plow  has  "been  shrinking  before  a  steady 
extension  of  lands  put  down  into  permanent  grass  as  meadows  and  pastures. 
Up  to  the  time  of  the  war,  fallow  lands  were  also  "being  abandoned,  while 
root  crops  and  annual  forage'  and  fodder  plants  were  being  cultivated 
more  and  more. 

These  changes  were  gradually  shifting  the  character  of  French 
agriculture  from  the  farm  marketing  of  field  crops  to  the  production 
of  livestock  and  animal  products  for  marketing,  attended  by  more  and 
more  home-feeding  rather  than  selling  of  the  field-crops  produced  on 
the  farm. 

Many  factors  have  contributed  to  bring  about  this  condition 
of  affairs.    The  general  relationships  of  the  inter- reactions  of 
these  factors  are  graphically  expressed  on  page  703. 

The. most  striking  feature  of  the  graph  is  the  line  marking  the 
variations  in  wheat  acreage  during  the  past  hundred  years.  Beginning 
with  1815,  there  was  a  steady  expansion  in  the  wheat  area  up  to  the 
early  80»s  of  the  last  century.  This  expansion  in  wheat  area  was  the 
natural  consequence  of  the  stimulating  influence  of  increasingly  high 
prices  for  agricultural  products,  particularly  for  wheat,  as  shown  by 
the  price  lines.  Daring  this  period  of  the  expansion  of  wheat  acreage, 
the  price  of  wheat  was  relatively  greater  than  the  price  of  beef. 

Shortly  after  1875,  the  great  expansion  in  American  agriculture 
sent  European  farm  prices  tumbling,  and  though  the  prices  of  both  pro- 
ducts fell,  that  of  wheat  decreased  more  rapidly  than  the  price  of  beef. 
Cheap  food  made  the  extensive  growth  of  cities  and  the  rapid  development 
of  industries  possible,  and  the  great  expansion  of  populations  not  produc- 
ing foods  went  on  at  a  rapid  pace  until  the  numbers  of  consumers  beg.n 
to  overtake  production  and,  beginning  with  1895,  prices  of  both  beef 
and  wheat  began  to  ascend,  the  former  increasing  more  rapidly  than  the 
latter. 

Long  series  of  farm  prices  of  wheat  and  beef  cattle  are  net  available 
but  there  are  records  of  the  price  of  bread  and  beef  in  Paris  extending  back 
to  the  beginning  of  the  last  century.    Dividing  the  price  of  bread  by  the 
price  of  beef  gives  us  the  relative  status  of  the  profitableness  •£  whe*t 
production  as  compared  with  cattle  raising,  assuming  that  these  bread  and 
bee!  prices  m  Paris  bear  similar  relationships  to  the  prices  of  v**at 
ana  cattle  at  the  farms.    The  index  numbers  of  the  bread  to  beef  p"ice 
ratio  are  plotted  on  the  chart.    Early  in  the  80's  the  ratio  of  bread 
to  beef  prices  fell  and  has  tended  to  decrease  ever  since. 
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UTILIZATION  III  FEAlTCE ,  CQUT'D. 

The  French  fanner  is  proverbially  thrifty  and  has  "been  accustomed 
to  scrutinizing  carefully  the  sources  cf  his  income,  adjusting  his  opera- 
tions so  that  he  might  obtain  a  maximom  of  revenue  from  whatever  offer- 
ed to  "oe  cf  potential  profit.    He  has  reacted  to  the  continuous  decrease 
in  the  bread  to  beef  price  ratio  by  systematically  reducing  his  wheat 
acreage ,  as  indicated  on  ihe  graph. 

During  the  season  1913-14,  an  inquiry  into  the  receipts  of  twenty- 
six  farms  showed  that  72.7  per  cent  of  the  total  income  was* derived  from 
the  sale  of  animals,  milk,  hatter,  cheese  and  other  animal  products;  while 
25.2  per  cent  was  derived  from  the  sale  of  cereals  aid  field  crops.'  [foe 
years  of  the  war,  attendee)  by  controlled  r.rices  of  bread,  greatly  wiJe-ied 
the  spread  between  beef  and  bread  prices.    The  natural  tendency  to  abandon 
further  wheat  acreage  in  response  to  this  increased  spread  has  been  offset

The  decreased  wheat  production  in  .France  in  the  past  three  years  has  not 
been  entirely  made  up  'by  increased  imports.     On  the  basis  of  a  prewar  disappearance 
of  8  bushels  of  wheat  per  capita  the  only  year  since  the  war  in  which  French  wheat 
requirements  were  apparently  met,  was  in  1921-22  following  the  good  wheat  crop  of 
1921.     In  that  year  the  theoretical  deficit  of  20,000,000  bushels,  as  shown  in  the 
following  table,  was  met  by  the  importation  of  19,000,000  bushels.     In  the  follow- 
ing year,  however,,  a  poor  harvest  left  France  with  a  theoretical  deficit  of  over 
100,000,000  bushels  and  only  41, 000,000  bushels  were  imported.     These  figures 
suggest  that  actual  wheat  consumption  in  1921-22  my  have  been  below  prewar  figures, 
leaving  a  carryover  which  supplied  a  part  of  the  deficit  in  the  following  year.  In 
1923-24  and  probably  in  I92U-25  the  apparent  wheat  consumption  was  only  a  fraction 
of  a  bushel  below  the  average  of  the  years  just  preceding  the  war.    This  decrease 
in  consumption  is  no  more  than  would  be  expected  with  the  economics  in  the  use  of 
wheat  which  are  known  to  have  been  practiced  in  France  during  and  since  the  war.

Monthly  Summary  of  Foreign  Commerce  of  the  United  States. 
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FROZEN -MEAT  IN  FRANCE. 

One  of  the  outstanding  developments  of  the  meat  industry  in  the 
European  market  that  can  "be  directly  ascribed  to  the  influence  of  econ- 
omies instituted  by  conditions  following  the  war  is  the  increase  in  the 
use  of  frozen  meats. 

In  France,  Germany,  and  other  European  countries  whose  inhabi- 
tants had  accustomed  their  palates  to  certain  flavors  in  meats,  the  in- 
troduction of  a  novelty  in  the  nature  of  any  foods  tuff  was  bound  to  be 
a  slow  process.    As  early  as  I9I6,  frozen  beef  and  mutton  were  offered 
on  the  Paris  market  at  prices  regulated  by  Governmental  decrees  issued 
from  time  to  time. 

The  following  table  shows  the  differences  in  price  between  fresh 
beefsteak  and  leg  of  mutton  and  the  corresponding  cuts  from  frozen  car- 
casses:

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  data  contained  in  each  of -the  foregoing  tables 
is  the  relative  cheapness  of  frozen  meat  as  compared  with  the  fresh  product. 

The  cheapness  of  frozen  meat  naturally  appealed  to  the  cooperative 
organizations  that  were  interested  in  giving  to  their  patrons  the  best  quality 
at  the  lowest  price. 

The  following  table,  whose  data  were  assembled  through  the  circularization 
of  a  large  number  of  cooperatives  gives  the  average  amount  sold  by  each  cooperative 
during  the  first  quarter  of  each  of  the  years  1919-192U:

The  sale  of  frozen  "beef  "began'  in  1920:  each  cooperative,  averaging  about 
two  tons  a  year  or  a  total  of  some  260  tons  for  the  cooperatives  among  whom 
the  investigation,  was  instituted.    The  following  year  there  was  a  falling  off 
in  the  sale  of  frozen  meats  probably  due  to  the  advance  in  price,  hut  since 
"1922  the  increased  sales  of  frozen  beef  by  the  cooperatives  of  France  has  con-, 
tinued  in  geometric  proportion  and  indicates 'that  in  the  future  imported 
frozen  Teats  will  play  very  important  roles  upon  the  French  market.    As  the 
French  people  "become  accustomed 'to  the  use  of  frozen  meat,  it  is  very  probable 
that  the  price  of  fresh  meat  will  be  materially  reduced.    This  can  only  react 
to  the  detriment  of  the  livestock  industry  of  France. 

Tie  number  of  cattle  in  France  has'  nearly  reached  the  pre-war  level,  but 
the  number  of  sheep,  while  greater  than  in  I923  is.  still  much  below  the  level 
of  1913     Beef  prices  have  been  high  throughout  the  past  year  and  as  a  result 
the  French  people    are  beginning  to  overcome  their  prejudice  against  frozen 
■beef  of  which  nearly  200 , 000 , 000 .  pounds  were  imported  m  1924.

REVIEW  OF  WORLD  AGRICULTURE, 
May  15  -  June  15,  1925. 

As  the  season  progresses  it  is  "becoming  increasingly  evident  that 
the  world  production  of  the  more  important  cereals  in  1925  will  not  he  as 
large  as  was  expected  a  few  months  ago  in  view  of  the  high  prices  obtained 
for  the  crop  of  1924. 

The  acreage  of  wheat  and  rye 'as  far  as  reported  is  only  slightly 
above  that  of  1924  and  well  below  that  of  1923.     The  increase  in -barley 
acreage  is  relatively  higher,  but  is  only  3  per  cent  above  that  of  1923. 
It  is  too  early  for  production  estimates  from  the  more  northerly  countries, 
but  the  wheat  crop  of  India  is  11  per  cent  below  that  of  last  year  and  that 
of  the  United  States  is  forecast  as  24  per  cent  below  the  large  crop  of 
1924.     The  condition  of  European  wheat  crops  is'  reported  as- generally  good. 
Reports  from  Italy  and  from' the  Danube  Basin  are  particularly  good.  But 
even  allowing  for  an  increase  over  last  year  of  100,000,000  bushels  of  wheat 
in  Europe,  20,000,000  bushels  in  North  Africa  and  130,000,000  bushels  in 
Canada,  the  Northern  Hemisphere  wheat  crop  would  be  just  equal  to  that  of 
1924,  with  stocks  perhaps  150,000,000  lower  than  at  this  time  last  year. 
With. an  average  rye  crop  on  the  present  acreage,  however,  there  will  be  much 
more  rye  available  'than  in  1324,  and  this  will  to  some  extent  compensate  for 
the  smaller  supplie'-s  of  wheat. 

This  survey  does  not  take  Russia  into  account.  Such  reports  as  have 
come  out  of  .that  country,  however,  indicate  a  larger  acreage,  both  of  wheat 
and  rye,  than  last  year  and  that  the  condition  of  both  crops  is  average  or 
better.  If  these  reports  are  reliahle  there  seems  to  be  a  possibility  that 
Russia  will  again  he  a  factor  in  the  world  grain  trade  in -1925-26,  although 
probably  not  to  a  greater  extent  than  in  1923-24  when  exports  amounted  to 
25,000,000  bushels  of  wheat  and  42,000,000  bttshels  of  rye.-  -  •< 

Shipments  of  wheat  from  the  United  States,  Canada  and  Australia  have 
been  well  maintained,  but  Argentine  shipments  have  fallen  off  sharply. 
Australian  wheat  exports  are  now  expected  to  exceed  120,000,000  bushels  as 
compared  with  a  previous  high  record  of  116,000,000  bushels.    On  the  other 
hand,  Argentine  exports  will  fall  below  the  estimates.    Bet  exports  of  wheat 
including  flour  from  the  United  States  are  now  expected  to  exceed  250,000,000 
bushels  and  will  be  practically  double  the  net  exports  of  1923-24. 

Estimates  of  sugar  beet  acreage  in  the  leading  producing  countries 
outside  of  Russia  are  slightly  greater  than  the  final  figures  of  last  year 
and  Russian  sugar  beet  acreage  according  to  the  International  Institute  of 
Agriculture  is-  35  per  cent  greater  than  last  year  which  would  indicate  an 
increase  from  852,500  acres  to  1,151,000  acres.    With  a  relatively  constant 
world  production  of  cane  sugar,  another • heavy .world  sugar  crop  is  in  pros- 
pect for  1925-26.    Reports  indicatd,  however,  that  consumption' of  sugar  is 
increasing  rapidly  in  European  countries  and  that  much  of  the  apparent  sur- 
plus of  the  year  just  closing  is  being  absorbed  by  this  increased  consump- 
tion. 
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.    REVISE  OF  wOULD  AGRICULTURE , 
May  15  -  June  15,  1925,  Cont'd. 

Reports  of  the  new  cotton  crop  in  Kprthern  Hemisphere  countries  are 
generally  favorable.    Unofficial  reports  from  Egypt  indicate  an  acreage  as 
large  or  larger  than  last  year.     The  cotton  area  in  Russia  is  reported  "by 
the  International  Institute,  of  Agriculture  as  1,401,000  acres  or  17  per 
cent  greater  than  last  year. 

Foreign  and  Colonial  "butter  is  reaching  British  markets  in  unprec- 
edented quantities,  but  the  price  has  "been  well  maintained,  as  the  surplus 
above  the  current  demand  is  going  into  storage  in  England.    Butter  imports 
into  the  United  States  have  been  light. 

The  re-establishment  of  the  gold  standard  in  the  United  Kingdom  and 
in  several  other  countries  has  been  accomplished  with  very  little  disturb- 
ance in  general  economic  conditions.    While  the  return  to  gold  is  an  im- 
portant step  in  the  gradual  return  to  economic  stability ,•  it  has  long  been 
anticipated,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  expect  any  immediate  change  in  mar- 
ket conditions,  as  they  affect  American  agricultural  products.  Official 
employment  figures  in  the  United  Kingdom  have  shown  little  change  in  several 
months.     The  coal,  iron  and  steel  trades  are  still  in  an  unsatisfactory  con- 
dition, and  there  has  been  little  improvement  in  other  lines  of  activity. 
Trench  and  German. economic  conditions  are  even  loss  promising  than  those  in 
Great  Britain.     The  demand  in  these  countries  for  the  staple  agricultural 
commodities  however,  will  not  necessarily  be  affected  by  such  economic 
changes  as  have  recently  taken  place. 


EUROPEAN  SUGAR  BEET  ACREAGE 


The  European  sugar  beet  acreage  will  about  equal  that  of  1924  when 
the  total -acreage  amounted  to  5,189,800  acres,  according  to  estimates  re- 
ceived to  date.    Weather  conditions,  according  to  latest  reports,  were  fav- 
orable to  the  growth  of  the  plants.    Reports  received  by  the  Department  of 
individual  countries  tend  to  confirm  the  later  reports  of  Licht  and  Mikusch 
who  nave  both  increased  their  preliminary  estimates.    Licht  now  estimates 
tne  192o  acreage  for  all  Europe  to  be  .6  per  cent  "below  his  estimate  for 
-924  as  compared  with  his  preliminary  statement  of  2.4  per  cent  below  last 
year.    ...ikusch  now  reports  the  1925  acreage  to  be  .5  per  cent  below  1924 
compared  with  .6  per  cent  in  his  earlier  statement.-  Reports  from  the  "later ~ 
national  Institute  of  Agriculture  and  from  the  Sugar  Associations,  for  seven 
European  countries,  which  represented  about  53  oer  cent  of  last  year's  su£>ar 
beet  acreage,  show  an  increase  of  about  10  per  cent  over  last  year  TMs 
is  a  slightly  higher  percentage  of  increase  than  those  in  the  latest  reports 
o,  Licht  and  Mikusch  whose  estimates  for  these  countries  show  increases  of 
8  per  cent  and  9  per  cent  respectively  over  last  year's  acreage     The  in- 
crease is  caused  by  the  extended  acreage  in  Russia  as  reported  by  the  Insti- 
tute, and  increases  also  in  Czechoslovakia  and  Germany,  both  o^  which  re 
ported  growing  conditions  on  May  1  as  being  above  average.    Decreases  are 
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shown  for  the  other  countries  for,  which  the  Department  ha3,:  estimates ,  i.e., 
Belgium,  Rumania,  Sweden  and  Denmark.    For  some  other  countries  commercial 
reports  indicate  decreases,  that  for  Italy  varying  from  33  per  cent  to  56 
per  cent  "below  last  year's  296,500  acres.     In  France  the  decrease  is  esti- 
mated to  he  from  5  per  cent  to  10  per  cent  below  last  year,  when  the  area 
amounted  to  456,455  acres.     Some  French  areas  will  require  replanting.  In 
Bulgaria,  where  37,000  acres  were  grown. last  year,  it  is  stated  that  no 
sugar-beet  acreage  has  been  contracted  for,  and  the  factories  do  not  expect- 
to  operate  this  year.

The  number  of  live  stock  in  Spain  at  the  present  time  is  reported  by 
the  General  Association  of  Cattle  Growers  to  he  45,100,000,  according  to  Con- 
sul Ferrin  at  Madrid.     'The  number  in  1924  as  reported  by  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  is  32,642,000,  the  trend  from  1921  to  that  time  hav- 
ing "been  downward. 

It  seems  improbable  that  the  numbers  had  increased  so  rapidly  since 
the  1924  estimate.     It  is  possible  that  one  or  both  estimates  may  be  erroneous, 
but  it  is  also  possible  that  the  1925  estimate  is  for  the  spring  including  new 
lambs,  calves,  etc. ,  while  the  other  estimates  are  for  December  excluding  them.

Damage  from  wither tip  in  1924  has  reduced  the  number  of  lime  trees  in 
Dominica,  leeward  Islands,  by  35  per  cent,  according  to  John  J.  C  'Watson,  Amer- 
ican Consul  at  Barbados,  B.W.I.    Exports  of  limes  and  lime  products  in  1922,  a 
year  of  average  production,  were  the  equivalent  of  324,000  "barrels 'of  fresh  fruit. 
Exports  for  1925,  therefore,  may  be  expected  to  be  considerably  smaller. 

Recent  investigations  by  the  Imperial  College  of  tropical  Agriculture  of 
Barbados  have  shown  that  the  damage  suffered  was  not  nearly  as  severe  as  was  feara 
at  first.    While  many  growers  felt  that  the  industry  could  not  recover,  it  appears 
that  orchards  on  the  sunny  coastal  slopes  wore  only  slightly  injured.    Only  those 
estates  in  the  interior,  and  in  wet  districts  suffered  heavy  damage.'  Experiments 
conducted  by  the  Imperial  College  have  shown  that  the  use  of  potash  at  the  rate  of 
163  pounds  per  acre  on  carefully  cultivated  land  successfully  controls  wither  tip. 
Large  sections  of  bearing  trees  are  located  in  favorable  positions  on  the  sunny 
sloues.    Owing  to  careless  cultural  methods,  however,  these  favorably  located 
orchards  returned  only  a  partial  yield.     It  is  thought  by  the  College  "authorities 
that  by  treating  such  growths  with  potash  to  the  extent  of  2 SO  to  336  pounds  per 
acre  the  yields  will  he  increased  over  anything  previously  obtained.
